We pointed out this high tech group to 
an Alabama Highway Department big wheel some months 
ago by citing a particular case. Hopefully that little playhouse 
has been busted up. 

As predicted last week in this column, the press conference by 
Governor Riley and two year college chancellor Bradley 
Byrne stirred up a hornet’s nest. We continue to predict the 
state school board will not pass the proposed rules or will 
water them down so much the governor will walk away dis- 
appointed but with a stiff upper lip claiming “it is a start”. 
First reaction after the press conference last Wednesday was 
screams of no-no coming from the Democratic Party with 
questions of why not apply the same rules to the four year col- 
leges where a leading Republican legislator has a nice con- 
tract.

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It may come as a shock to 
those who read Alabama news- 
papers but there is no such thing 
as ‘double-dipping’ in our two- 
year college system, by legisla- 
tors or anyone else who works 
in education. For years Alabama 
law and state ethics commission 
guidelines (Opinion 2002-28) 
have been clear that nobody can 
receive two salaries for work 
done at the same time. It is com- 
mon sense that you can only do 
one job at a time. 

When lawmakers are in 


-Montgomery during a legisla- 


tive session, they cannot be paid 
for the job they hold at a state 
community college. Time taken 
from their education work either 
must be made up on nights or 
weekends, or a portion of their 
salary is withheld for the time 
they did not work at their educa- 
tion institution. Again, you can’t 
get paid for doing two jobs at 
once. 

_ But having two jobs is not a 
crime, thousands of Alabamians 
have two or more jobs to make 


» ends meet. We have a part-time 


Legislature, meeting each year 
in regular session only thirty 
days over a three-month period. 
Legislators must have other 
work to support their families, 
or be independently wealthy. 

So ‘double-dipping’ doesn’t 
exist, but don’t tell that to the 
governor and his allies. They 
use the term any chance they 
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get. It is politically powerful, 
whips up their base, and angers 
voters. It is also an effective 
cover to deny an entire class of 
people from participating in the 
political process, Denying rights 
is something we are all too 
familiar with in Alabama. 
Bradley Byrme, Gov. Riley's 
hand-picked chancellor of the 
two-year system, is proposing to 
ban all community college 
employees from running for 
elected office. While his target 
is the dozen of so; legislators 
currently working in our two- 
yéar system, Byrne’s policy is 
so broad it will stop any com- 
munity college professor or 
employee from serving in any 
office, from a county commis- 
sion to the local utility, board. 
The governor said in a recent 
press conference that he would 
like to extend the ban to all K- 
12 employees as well, denying 
125,000° Alabamians the basic 


right to run for office. 


In Alabama we have a sordid 
history of denying groups polit- 
ical rights. For decades blacks 
and women were denied the 
right to vote and the right to run 
for public office. 

Denying educators the right 
to run for office is no different. 
Education is a field with a high- 
er percentage of women and 
blacks than the general popula- 
tion. In rural Alabama most of 
the professional jobs are in edu- 
cation. : 

It is no coincidence that both 
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Republican and Democratic leg- 
islators who would be affected 
by this new policy are often 
politically opposed to the gover- 
nor and his allies. They have 
stood up for education in the 
face of opposition from special 
interests. It is no surprise that 
the governor doesn’t propose a 
similar ban for his friends else- 
where in state government, nor 
attack other professions that are 
represented in the statehouse. 

Educators who serve in the 
Legislature and other elected 
bodies work hard. Making them 
choose between a career and 
their rights seems as un- 
American as it is unwise. 

If there is confusion or con- 
cern from,citizens about people 
in public education serving as 
legislators there is a simple 
solution: tighten’ the reporting 
tules for officeholders. who 
work in the two-year system, 
and have the State Board of 


n't beat them, ban them 


Taxpayers deserve to know that 
people are doing their jobs and 
that money is well spent. If there 
are questions about job perform- 
ance, then legislators can be 
treated just like anyone else and 
be fired. 

In last 'year’s election voters 
knew full well what their educa- 
tor/legislator did for a living and 
chose to send them back to 
Montgomery, political attacks 
like ‘double-dipping’ were regu- 
larly used against them during 
the campaigns. 

So now Riley and Byrne have 
a new strategy. If you can’t beat 
them, ban them. 

My hope is. that the State 
Board of Education will see 
through this political charade 
and defeat this unwise and un- 
American policy.

banks of a big Alaskan river or 
soaring through the marshes 
beside a Florida lake, the bald 
eagle (Haliaeetus —_leuco- 
cephalus) never fails to draw 
attention. Found only in North 
America, the iconic white head 
and 7-foot wingspan of an adult 
stand out among the many sky- 
ward creatures that make their 
home here. But even more than 
its stature or its fishing prowess, 
the bald eagle remains a symbol 
of the United States, and graces 
everything from coins and 
stamps to government:seals and 
art - a living, feathered reminder 
of the grace and power that the 
nation was founded upon. 

After being on the brink of 
extirpation in the mid-20th cen- 
tury following loss of habitat, 
damage to eggs from harmful 
chemicals and poaching, a 1965 
study showed as few as 400 
breeding pairs remained in the 
lower 48 states. Decades of 
careful conservation - including 
some financed through sports- 
men dollars and utilizing con- 
servation tactics previously per- 
fected on. game animals 
included the relocation of breed- 
ing pairs, incubation of eggs and 
the release of eaglets as well as 
increased law enforcement pro- 
tection from wildlife agencies. 
The results have seen bald eagle 
breeding pair numbers increase 
to 10,000 in the last 40 years. 
Because of this, the bald eagle 
was officially removed from the

In: 1995, the bald eagle was 
nationally . upgraded from 
endangered to threatened in all 
of the lower 48 states. At that 
time, there were around 4,450 
breeding pairs. Today, bald 
eagle pairs in the continental 
U.S. number’ 9,789. Although 
these birds have’ been removed 
from the Threatened and 
Endangered Species List, they 
are still protected by both feder- 
al-and state laws. These statutes 
include the Lacey Act, the’ Bald 
and Golden Eagle Protection 
Act and. the Migratory Bird 
Tréaty Act. All three. of these 
acts generally state that the U.S. 
prohibits the pursuance, harm- 
ing, harassing, purchasing, tak- 


Catching hot 


weather crappie 


Spring is definitely the favorite time for crappie fisherman across 


Alabama, but summer can yield some nice catches also. Admittedly, 
few of us want to sit in a boat during the middle of the day in July 
and August, so we have to change our routine a little. 

Mid-summer crappies can be found near food sources such as 
insects, crayfish and especially baitfish such as small bluegills, min- 
nows and shad. The pH of the water can also influence their loca- 
tion. ‘ 

Studies reveal that the black crappie 1s found in more acidic water 
with a pH of less than seven. The white crappie favors water with a 
pH of seven or greater. The two are easily confused especially when 
the male white crappie turns darker during spawning season, To dif- 
ferentiate between the two look at the way the spots or blotches are 
arranged. The white crappie has spots or blotches arranged in verti- 
cal bands while the black crappie are irregular. 

Another clue is the dorsal spines. Black crappies have seven or 
eight hard dorsal spines while the white crappie has five or six hard 
dorsal spines, The white crappie has a dished head, the black crap- 

ie doesn’t. 

: The best places to look for crappie, especially during daylight 
hours, is anywhere that affords them shade, Boat docks, bridges, 
docked barges or thick aquatic weeds that offer shade, cooler water, 
and are attractive to bait fish that crappie feedon, 4 

If the water is deep enough, vertical jigging with minnows or jigs 
can be productive. Several years ago I had to attend a coat and tie 
function at a lakeside motel in Pell City, Al. during July. While 
accompanying friends to their cars, I spotted the familiar glow of a 
gas lantern on the dock and walked down to talk to the fishermen. 
Two contractors from Minnesota were jigging for crappie through 
the cracks between the boards on the pier using ice fishing rods. 
They said they were trying to catch enough for a fish fry the next 
night and asked if I would like to help them, We filled a small cool- 
er with enough for the forthcoming fish fry in about an hour, fe 

Bridges are excellent crappie attractants during summer, A shad- 
ow from the bridge is present at anytime of the day, Microscopic 
aquatic life clings to the pilings that in turn attracts bait fish that 
attract crappie. 

Aquatic weeds offer good shade for crappie, as the water temper- 
ature can be as much as 10 degrees cooler, A long rod will allow you 
to fish the openings from the bank or boat without spooking fish,

The Elba City Council met 
briefly Monday evening to han- 
dle routine city business. Items 
addressed included reviewing 
the monthly financial statement, 
paying the monthly bills and 
getting brief activity reports 
from the police chief, city clerk 
and the mayor.

of the fiscal year. He noted that 
the sales tax income was almost 
exactly on budget projections 
but the total income was down, 
largely due to anticipated state 
and federal grants placed in the 
budget had not been forthcom- 
ing. 

Grimes reviewed the depart- 


mental expenditures individual-~ 


ly. Administrative expenses 
were near projections with only 
interest expense exceeding the 
budgeted amount for the entire 
year. Salaries, office supplies, 
landfill fees and insurance were 
also exceeding projections. 
Appropriations to the 
Chamber of Commerce have 
already surpassed the annual 
budgeted amount. The Rescue 
Squad, Human — Resource 
Development and public library 


are slightly over the. nine month 
pro-rata portion of their annual 
budget. 

Both the portion of the city 
sales tax which goes to the 
schools and the alcohol tax are 
running ahead of projections 
made when the annual budget 
was being prepared last year. 
The sales tax is up by about 
$10,000 and the alcohol tax paid 
to the schools is up some 


$6,000...The city had expected 


‘about $50,000 inalcoho!l tax for ~ 


the year and in nine months has 
already transferred $43,265 to 


’ the schools. 


$38,000 was budgeted for the 
fire department in the first nine 
months of the year, but actual 
costs were $49,357. Both fire- 
men fees and supplies have 
almost doubled the budgeted 
amount.
